The Department of Defense my 
recommend the deletion of all action assignments to the tasks. The 
CIA staff believes this would considerably weaken the plan and that 
Defense objections could be set by a resolution, as was done for the 
France and Italy plane, that the actions listed are permissive rather 
than mandatory and are listed to assign responsibility and to guarantee 
integrated approach. As general guidance for operational planning, 
the tasks are by no means limited or exclusive. 
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
